BAILKOAD TBAFF1C. 


Increase IB the 
at Ma»jr Boaato. 


Thus far thirty-nine railroads have 


reported their traffic for June, and the 
account stands as follows: 1880, $17,- 
859,013; 1879, $13,064, 654; an increase 
of $4,794,359. 
For »h« first half of the 


year thifty- three roads have reported 
officially, and tbe totals are as follows: 
1880, $82,044,776; 1879, $65,077,485; 
increase, $16,967,291. Included in the 
returns for the six months are the earn- 
ings of a few important roads, like the 
New York Central, Northwestern, 8t.

While I have listened to what my friend 
has said, two questions have been 
sweeping through my heart. 
One was, 


"What does tbe monument mean?" 
and the other, "What will the monu- 
ment teach?" Let me try and ask yon 
for a moment to help me to answer 
what does the monument mean? Oh, 
tbe monument means a world of mem- 
ories and a world of glories. Yon know, 
thousands kn»w, what it is to offer up 
your life to the country, and that is no 
small thing, as every soldier knows.

Suppose your country, in the awfully 


embodied form of majestic law, should 
stand above you and aay, "I want your 
life, come up here on the platform and 
offer it," how many would walk up be- 
fore that majestic presence and say, 
"Here I am; take this life and use it 
for your great needs?"
